And O you whose eyes shall fall upon 
these pages, soc, they have been trans- 
lated, and they have been printed, and here 
they lie before you— an undiscovered laud 
wherein you are free to travel !

looked at it. It had been closely shaved 
after death, 1 should say, from the general 
indications — and the features were dis- 
figured with gold leaf But, notwithstand- 
ing this, and tho shrinkage of the flesh, 1 
think tho face was one of the most impos- 
ing and beautiful that I ever saw. It was 
that of a very old man, and his dead coun- 
tenance still wore so calm and solemn, In- 
deed so awful a look, that I grew quite su- 
perstitious (though, us you know, I am 
pretty well accustomed to dead people!, 
and put liie bead down in a hurry.

N THE recesses of

"rolls on which this history is 
The tomb itself is 
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Pharaoh whom she hod named, 
other women he sent away, and played no 
more upon the flute till he was once again 
drunk on the morrow. But the Alexandri- 
ans made a song thereon, which is still sung 
about the streets. And this is the beginning i 
thereof : 

Ptolemy the Piper played

After this the years tossed on, nor did L 
being very little, know any thing of the 
great things that came to pass in Egypt; 
nor is it my purpose here to set them out. 
For I, Harmachis, will speak ouly of those 
things with which I have been concerned. 

And as tho time went on my father and 
the teachers instructed me in the ancient 
learning of t or people and in such matters 
appertaining to the gods as it is meet that 
children should know.

^ )j only for the depth of the shaft, 
which descends vertically from the

tives of the departed, to the coffin chamber 
bencata. This shaft is no less t han eighty- 
nine feet in Uepth. The chamber at its foot 
was found to contain three coffins only, 
though it is large enough for many more. 
Two of these, which in all probability in- 
closed tbe bodies of the high priest, Am- 
enemhat, and of his wife, father and 
mother of Harmachis, the hero of this his- 
tory, tho shameless Arabs who discovered 
them theie acd then broke up. 

The Arabs broke the bodies up. With 
unhallowed hands they tore the Holy Amcn- 
emhat, and the frame of her who had, as it 
is written, been filled with the spirit of the 
Hathors -tore them limb from limb, search- 
ing for treasure amid their bones— perhaps, 
as is their custom, selling the very bones 
for a few piastres to tbe last ignorant tour- 
ist who came their way, seeking what be 
might destroy. For in Egypt the unhappy, 
the living find their bread in the tombs of 
the great men who were before them. 

But, as It chanced some little while after- 
ward, one who is known to this writer, and 
a doctor by profession, passed np the Nile 
to Abydos, and became acquainted with the 
men who had done this thing. They re- 
vealed to him tbe secret of the place, telling 
him that one coffin yet remained entombed. 
It seemed to be the ocffln of a poor person, 
they said, and therefore, being pressed for 
tune, they had left it unviolated. Moved by 
curiosity to explore the recesses of a tomb 
as yet unprofaned by tourists, my friend 
bribed the Arabs to reveal its secret to him 
What ensued I will give In his own words, 
exactly as he wrote it to me :

Then for the first time he looked toward 
me, who was standing in the shadow.

Thou and I alone of men alive are de- 
scended, without break or flaw, from that 
Pharaoh Nekt nebf whom Oehus the Per- 1 
sian drove from Egypt. Tho Persian came ; 
and tbe Persian went, and then after the 
Persian came the Macedonian, acd now for 
nigh upon threo hundred years hare tbe 
Lagide usurped the double crown, defiling 
the land of Khem and corrupting the wor- 
ship of his gods. And mark thou this ; bat 
now, but two weeks since, is Ptolemy Nous 
Dionysius, Ptolemy the Piper, wno would 
have slain thee, dead ; and bat now hath the 
eunuch Pothinus, that Very eunuch who 
came hither, years' ago, to cut tbee off, set 
at naught the wifi of his master, the dead 
Auletes, and placed the boy Ptolemy upon 
the throne. And therefore hath his sister 
Cleopatra, that fierce and beautiful girl, 
fled Into Syria; and there, if I err not, will 
she gather her armies and make war upon 
her brother Ptolemy; for by her father's 
will was she left joint sovereign with him.

lessly fastened and wr pped in a piece of 
mummy cloth, having, to ail appearance, 
been thrown into the oefiln at the moment 
of closing.

Alack, he's an 
Osiris now, the body. And to think cf it, 
bet half an hour ago he was an every-day 
mortal lino you or me. Wed, away with 
him to the embalmera. He’ll soon swell in 
tbe sur. snd burst, and that will save 
them the trouble of catting him open. 
Not- that they will spend a talent 
of sllvor over him anyway. Seventy days 
in natron— that's all he’s likely to get. La! 
la? bow my tongue docs ran, and it’s get- 
ting dark. Come, aren’t you going to take 
away the body of that poor lad, and the 
lion, too! There, my boy, you keep those 
and you’ll never feel your 



boy, went np to the rock, 
small hole, barely large enough for a man 
»o creep through ; it had been dug by jack- 
als, for the doorway and some part of tho 
cave were entirely silted up, and it was by 
means of this jackal bole that the tomb bad 
been discovered.

ural nowadays for a Hooslor, at least 
in the Hoosier capital, to ask for or of- 
fer a place pf gum. as it was for an old- 
time Hoosier to request or companion- 
ably offer a “chaw of terbacoer." 

Every body chews. Doctors, law- 
yers. merchants, that picturesque ag- 
gregation. the city council, and the en- 
tire base-ball nine. When the habit 
of chewing gum was confined to "gtg- 
gling” school girls it was an object of 
ridiculo. When the giris’ fathers be- 
gan chewing they formulated ingenious 
excuses for it. Now every body chews 
aad nothing is said. Any one bringing 
up the old-time objections is cither ig- 
nored. laugh od at or looked upon with 
interest as a relic of antiquity. 

This chewing gum factory is not a 
pretentious place. One would be like- 
ly to pass it by many times without 
knowing that a process of wide interest 
was going on inside. The interior is 
much like that of a confectioner’s 
shop, and the working is the ssmo. 
The proceedings start in a large kettle 
fitted into the top of a stove. Here 
the ••chicie” is boiled. This i« the 
gummy sap of a tropical tree, which 
is caught much as maple sap is taken 
from trees in the North. It is dried 
by the sun into a brown lumpy sub- 
stance. This is tho part of the gum 
that is most steadfast It is what re- 
mains when all the attractive but 
fickle sweetnesses have departed. It 
is also the part which after an hour 
or two gives one’s jaws a blase feel- 
ing that Is quite rebelious to the ur- 
gent demands of a hungry stomach. 
An ample amount of sugar and flavor- 
ing is added to this substance, and 
when cool it is kneaded and other- 
wise treated like bread. It is laid 
on one of those large smooth 
stones common to confectioners’ 
shops and printing offices. Here 
It is smoothed thin by a 
large polished iron roller, and 
made still smoother by a wide double- 
roller press. Over the large sheet is 
then rolled a rod on which circular 
knives are arranged at intervals equal 
to the length of the future stick of 
gum. Theso quickly cut the gum into 
long strips. The strips are passed 
through another roller press, whose 
width is equal to their width. 

In one of the rollers are grooves at 
regular intervals, which are fitted into 
the roller above. By these the strips 
are compressed at a distance equal to 
the width ol a stick of gum. It is 
thus easy to break the strips into 
sticks. This is done by young ladies, 
who wrap them in small printed labels, 
stretch a small band of rubber about 
five of them, aud place the packages 
in neat boxes holding one hundred 
6ticks each, such as are seen in the 
drug stores. Five flavors of the gum 
are made — licorice, mint, pine-apple, 
winter-green and sarsaparilla Tho 
industry, like every other Indiauapolis 
enterprise, is thrifty. — Iudianapolis 
News

INCIDENTS OF BATTLE. 1 

Faints Upon Which Depend the rats at 

Anutas and Nations 

A battle does not oonslsL as many 
Imagine, in a grand advance of vic- 
torious lines of attack sweeping every 
thing before them, or the helter-skel- 
ter flight of the unfortunate defeated. 
The historian must so present it in his 
descriptions, the artist in his paint- 
ings! Even the writer of nn official 
account must limit himself to the pre- 
sentation of such moments as demand 
special treatment, or to such episodes 
as iuvolve important and Instructive 
tactical movements. 

AU those events which are less strik- 
ing, which pass more quietly, but 
which nevertheless contribute to tho 
final resulL can not bo reproduced 
without too much expansion. Those 
incidents which no account of-tho bat- 
tle, official or unofficial, take any note 
of, tho thousand and one events ob- 
served by the participants, tho 
innumerable cases in which tho di- 
rection and control of affairs glide out 
of tho hands of the officers — these aro 
the little drops of wator (hat make tho 
mighty ocean of battle nnd determine 
victory or defeat The opening of the 
day of a great battle is generally very 
prosaic. After an uncomfortable night 
passed in a wet or cold bivouac, where 
the men, wrapped in their overcoats, 
have been gathered shivering about 
the camp-fire, trying in vain to got 
warm; after the simplest of break- 
fasts. of which perhaps tho draught of 
pure cold water was the only palatable 
constituenL the soldier goes forth to 
battle. 

There he may never even see tho 
enemy; indeed, usually only long 
halts, uncomfortable standing stUl un- 
der shrapnel fire, or apparently use- 
less camping in mud and under small- 
arm fire await him. The feeling of 
befog exposed to the invisible missiles 
of the enemy, mingled with the un- 
certainty as to what is going on 
to right and lefL often produces in the 
best of troops great depression and 
a consequent falling off in offensive 
strength, even when the battle in gen- 
eral is making splendid progress. In 
such moments tactics arc exhausted, and 
it is only a question of grit and sense of 
duty. Sheridan tells us. “Indeed, 
the battle of Chick amaugua was some- 
thing like that of Stone River, victory 
resting with the side that had the grit 
to defer longest its relinquishment of 
the field." 

Still more pressing is the appeal tc 
the morale of the troops when an un- 
fortunate termination of the battle 
forces an army which has done its full 
duty to retire. Exhausted to the last 
gasp, its resistance, pushed to the 
highest pitch, gives way. and with 
frightful reaction the resistless mass 
plunges to the rear. This is to-day no 
longer an organized retreat (pirn posi- 
tion to position, as our predecessors 
taught and practiced, but an uucon- 
trolablo currenL like the mountain 
torrent which, fraught with havoc and 
disaster, overflows its banka Woo to 
the land that can oppose no other 
dams to this stream than strategy, 
tactics and the instruction of tho 
troops; theso will be washed away 
like sand heaps by the roaring waters. 
— United Service Magazine. 
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PULMONARY DISEASES. 

Fact* Emphasizing the Importance of 
lhe Proper Care of the Lang*.

States from ten to twenty per cent, of 
all deaths are due to pulmonary 
phthisis, a fact which omphaeizes most 
strongly the importance of the proper 
care of the hings.

In taking the census of 1880 in North- 
ern Georgia the enumerators found no 
instance where a death had occurred 
from consumption in any house on tho 
south side of a mountain. This is a 
significant fact showing, as it does, 
that in that region, at least such a 
situation insures immunity from phthi- 
sis.

The angler must have a steady nerve 
and quick hand to make a success of < 
trolling for bluefish. The fish must be ] 
hauled in ns quickly ns possible. Such 1 
n thing as playing with him is entirely i 
out of the question. The slightest bit I 
of slack line or delay, and in nine in- t 
stances out of ten the fish will break < 
away. It is not an unusual thing to 1 
catch them with lacerated jaws, thus 1 
showing evidence of previous battles i 
with anglers. To the amateur there is i 
a good deal of downright hard work 1 
about the sport. In time, however, ho < 
becomes accustomed Vo the work of i 
constantly hauling in his line to re- i 
move the ever-troublesome sea- tan trio < 
with which the hook becomes clogged, i 
in which condition the nimblo bluefish 
could not soe the shimmering squid. 
Ho must also become accustomed to an i 
occasional sore finger, caused by tho j 
strain upon tho lino. These annoy- 
ances, however, are trivial in compari- 
son to the sport and the delightful sail 
There are no mosquitoes or black-flies 
to make one's life a burden, as in trout 
and salmon fishing. Expensive fishing- 
tackle is not at all neccdkary. It is a 
pleasure which may be indulged In by 
every individual wealthy enough to 
hire a sail-boat. 

Chumming for bluefish is slightly 
more expensive than trolling, but it is 
more exciting. The captain of the 
sail-boat must be notified in advance 
to secure a few hundred menhaden. 
On the eventful day he sails out with 
his party to his particular favorite 
spot and anchors. An improvised fish- 
grindor is placed on one side of the 
boaL and the menhaden are ground up 
into what is called chum. This is 1 
gradually thrown overboard; then the 
captain baits each angler’s hook with 
a good-sized piece of the fish, and the 
sport begins. The anglers pay out 
their lines, allowing tlie bait to 
float away with the chum. The 
fine chum simply aggravates the blue- 
fish, and they dash through iL looking 
for more substantial food, which they 
invariably find enveloping a copper 
snelled hook, ’ibis is the supreme 
moment when the angler’s skill is test- 
ed. It is the moment when be needs 
all the presence of mind he possesses. 
Should he become excited, he is sure 
to lose his prize. An advantage in 
chumming is that either hand lines or 
rods and reels may be used. Sportsmen 
prefer the latter. In both cases the 
line must be paid out as rapidly as the 
tide is running; when nearly out, it 
must be reeled or hauled in again, tho 
bait examined, the seaweed removed 
and the line paid out again. One is as 
likely to get a strike reeling in as in 
paying out; and, as in trolling’, one 
must be ever on the lookout for tho 
sudden, savage strike of the fish. 
When the rush comes. If you have not 
the rod and reel under perfect control, 
you will not only lose tbe fish, but you 4 
may return with a broken red or tlie j 
loss of hundreds of feet of line. 

Bluefish feed on tbe schools of men- ! 
haden and other small fish with which ' 
the bay abounds. It is a grand sight 
to see them at feeding time. Whole : 
regiments of them may be seen to leap 
from the water In their wild rushes 
after their unfortunate prey. They 
lash the water into foam in their mad 
charges, and often bite each other dur- ! 
ing their delirious efforts in procuring | 
food. Even when not hungry they will i 
wantonly rush upon schools of other [ 
fish and snap and bite right and lefL : 
killing and maiming merely for the 
sport it affords them. These canni- 
bals act as though they were not afraid 
of any thing above or below tho water. 
An occasional shark gets among them, 
however, and brings them to their

Walking, rowing and the study of 
singing and elocution are all valuable, 
since these exercises tend to strengthen 
the lungs. 

The most prolific source of fatal 
pulmonary disease is the ira purity of 
the air in our homes, shops and offices. 
All apartments should have a contin- 
uous supply of pure air. and each in- 
dividual should have from one thous- - 
and to twelve hundred cubic feet of 
aiv from which to draw his supply. 
Death from phthisis is sure to follow 
the continued inhalation of an atmos- 
phere adulterated with air exhalod by 
others. 

In a Southern city five criminals 
were successively incarcerated In a 
cell so situated that the exhalations 
from other prisoners filtered down into 
their cell. These prisoners, one after 
another, died of phthisis before the 
day set for their execution had ar- 
rived. Thus they were put out of the 
way. but not as the law intended. 

All occupations which permit of 
much out-of-door exercise tend toward 
immunity from pulmonary disease. 
All employments which necessitate re- 
maining indoors are prejudicial, espe- 
cially where one is obliged to inhalo 
air laden with mineral ormctalic dusL 

Thus ministers, gardeners, nursery- 
men. farmers and ship-builders are not 
as liable to acquire phthisis as are 
printers, knife-grinders, varnishers 
and stone-cutters. And stone-cutters 
who work in tbe open air live twice as 
long os those who work indoors. A 
plow-grinder told tbe writer that he 
was the only one living of thirteen who 
started to work twelve years ago, tho 
rest having died of consumption, while 
he himself had only prolonged bis life 
by careful attention to well-known 
laws of hygiene. 

In addition to living in a suitablo 
dwelling in a healthful situation, tak- 
ing proper exercise out of doors, pay- 
ing attention to the ventilation of 
rooms, and following a healthful occu- 
pation, one should eat a proper amount 
of nourishing food, dress warmly, bathe 
frequently, and avoid all excesses of 
whatever nature, if he would have 
healthy lungs.— Youth’s Companion.

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FACTS ABOUT WATER. 

Tho Extent to Which It Mingle* with Ap* 
parvnilv Solid Hodiofl. 

Tho extent to which water mingles j 
with bodies apparently the most solid. | 
is. very wonderful. The glittering i 
opal, which beauty wears as an orna- j 
ment, is only flint and water. Of 
every twelve hundred tons of earth 
which a landholder has in his estate, 
four hundred aro water. The snow- 
capped summits of Snowdon and Ben 
Nevis have many million tons of wa- 
ter in a solidified form. In every ! 
plnster-of-paris statue which an 
Italian carries through our streets for 
sale, there is one pound of water to 
every four pounds of chalk. 

Tho air we breathe contains five 
grains of water to each cubic foot of 
its bulk The potatoes and tbe tur- 
nips which are boiled for our dinner, 
have, in their raw state, tho one sev- 
enty-five per cenL, tho other ninety 
per cent, of wator. If a man weighing 
ten stones were squeezed flat in a hy- 
draulic press, seven and a half stone of 
water would run 011 L and only two and 
a half of dry residue remain. A man 
is, chemically speaking, forty-five 
pounds of carbon and nitrogen, dif- 
fused through five and a half pailfuls 
of water. 

In plants we find water thus min- 
gling no less wonderfully. A sun-flow- 
er evaporates one and a quarter pints 
of water a day. and a cabbage about 
tbe same quantity. A wheat-plant ex- 
hales, in a hundred and seventy-two 
days, about one hundred thousand 
grains of water. An acre of growing 
wheat, on this calculation, draws and 
passes out about ten tons of water per 
day. The sap of plants is the medium 
. through which this mass of fluid is 
conveyed. It forms a delicate pump, 
up which the watery panicles run with 
tho rapidity of a swift stream. By the 
action of the sap. various properties 
may be communicated to tho growing 
plant- Timber in France, is, for in- 
stance, dyed by various colors being 
mixed with water, and poured over by 
tho root of the tree. Dahlias aro also 
colored by a similar process.— N. Y. 
Ledger.
